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Itvestock water developments are the key 


to better dtstrtbuttion of livestock and 
proper uttltzatton of rangeland. 
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The Agricultural Conservation Program was authorized under the Soil Conser- 
vation and Domestic Allotment Act of 1938 and has been offered in Montana 
every year since that time. The Act, as amended, contains broad authorities 
to help meet the various agricultural conservation problems and to improve 
the prospect of their efficient multipurpose use in providing an adequate 
supply of food, fiber, water and wildlife for the future and for the general 
improvement of man's total environment. 


Local people, within the broad authorities in the program, meet annually 

to establish goals, objectives and priorities to help them direct the 
program toward accomplishment of the broad resource use plans in the county 
and State, consistent with National needs now and in the future. 


Averaging about 50 percent of the cost of a practice, this cost-sharing is 
provided in the form of conservation materials, services, and financial 
assistance. Costs are shared for those approved conservation practices on 
individual farms, for which cost-sharing is requested, and for which the 
work is performed according to recognized standards. A tabulation of work 
completed and cost-shares earned in 1970 by Montana farmers and ranchers 
follows.

COMMODITY LOANS 


AND PURCHASES 
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Price support loans and purchases are basic methods of making price support 
available to agricultural producers. Other methods of support include direct 
purchases and payments. 


Loan programs enable producers to exercise greater independence in their 
marketing operations. They give farmers the opportunity to spread out 
marketings and obtain cash while holding their crops without market risk. 

If the opportunity does not arise for the producer to profitably pay off his 
loan and sell the grain on the open market, the loan may be satisfied in full 
by paying the service fee and turning the collateral over to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. 


Price support was available in 1969 to Montana farmers on wheat, barley, oats, 
rye, flaxseed, corn, dry beans, and honey. With the exception of barley, corn 
and wheat, loans and purchases were available without limitation as to acreage 
or production. 


Farmers who participated in the wheat certificate program were eligible for 
loans or purchases at a national average rate of $1.25 per bushel and also 

received domestic marketing certificates valued at $1.52 per bushel on the 

projected production up to 43 percent of a farm's allotted acreage. 


Farmers who participated in the 1969 feed grain program were eligible for loans 
or purchase on all the barley and corn produced. National average loan rates 
were 83 cents per bushel of barley and $1.05 per bushel of corn. In addition, 
as part of their price support, participants received price support payments on 
the farm's projected yield for the planted acres up to half of the feed grain 
base. These price support payments were 20 cents per bushel for barley and 

30 cents per bushel for corn. 


Loans may be obtained on grain stored either on farms or in warehouses. 

Generally, loans on farm-stored grains are made at the county basic price support 
loan rate on a maximum of 90 percent of the measured quantity of grain in storage. 
A protein premium may be obtained on farm-stored wheat if the producer requests 

it and pays for sampling and testing. If farm-stored grain is delivered to 
Commodity Credit Corporation at maturity date in settlement of a loan, settlement 
is computed on the basis of the actual quantity and quality of grain delivered. 


Loans are made on grain stored in warehouses on the basis of the actual quantity 
and quality of the grain as represented by the warehouse receipt. 


During 1970 growers had the opportunity to reseal for the 1970-71 storage 

period grain under support or eligible for support. These reseal loans were 
available on wheat of the 1967, 1968, and 1969 crops, and barley and oats of the 
1965 through 1969 crops. Wheat of the 1968 and 1969 crops and barley and oats of 
the 1967, 1968, and 1969 crops could be resealed in either farm or warehouse 
storage; earlier crops could be resealed only in farm storage. Storage payments 
are made by the government on grain held under reseal loans. -

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The farm storage and drying equipment loan program was again changed in 1970, 
effective April 1, 1970. Changes were made to allow a determination of need 
based on two years' production instead of one. The provision for a loan at 

85 percent of the net cost for storage structures continued. The maximum loan 
on drying equipment was increased from 65 percent of cost, or $2,500 maximum, 
to 85 percent of the net cost or $5,000 maximum. 


The interest rate was increased from 6 percent to 7 1/2 percent. 


Operating equipment essential to the practical operation of the storage or 
drying unit could be included in the loan. Loan proceeds could not be used 

for labor or materials for foundations (concrete work) and electrical wiring, 
external, portable or transport augers, auger or elevator legs, overhead 
distribution augers or systems, or oxygen-free or silo-type structures designed 
primarily for "wet" storage. 


During the year 368 loans were made to provide storage for 3,023,551 bushels of 
grain. 


Since 1949 Montana farmers have constructed 9,817 storage structures with a 
rated storage capacity of 72,028,532 bushels. The total amount loans amounts 
fonolo,982, 235. 


The farm storage and drying equipment loan program is designed to encourage 
farmers to provide adequate facilities for the storage and handling of 
commodities eligible for price support. On-farm storage encourages orderly 
marketing since grain can be safely held for sale at a time after harvest when 
market prices tend to be more favorable. Good storage is also a potential 
source of income through storage payments under the Commodity Credit Corporation

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Payments on shorn wool have been authorized since passage of the National Wool 
Act of 1954 as a means of encouraging greater domestic production, with the 
incentive price fixed by a formula in 1965 to reflect parity index changes. 
The payment program is authorized through 1973. 


The objective of the program is to encourage production of approximately 300 
million pounds of shorn wool annually at prices fair to producers and consumers 
and in a manner which will have the least adverse effects on foreign trade. 


Payments are based on the difference between the incentive price - 69 cents per 
pound for the 1969 marketing (calendar) year - and the average price received 
by producers for all wool sold during the marketing year. 


The average price received by growers for wool sold in 1969 was 41.8 cents per 
pound (Montana growers averaged 45 cents per pound) which required an increase 
of 65.1 percent to raise the average return to the 69-cent price. Therefore, 

a payment of $65.10 for each $100 of wool sold during 1969 was made to each 
producer who applied for an incentive payment. Payments were made in April 1970. 


Computation of the incentive payment as a percent of each grower's return 
encourages him to produce the quality of wool the market demands and to market 
it at the best price obtainable. 


Incentive payments are also made on the basis of the liveweight of shorn lambs 
marketed. This is designed to discourage unusual shearing of lambs prior to 


marketing. 


Payment is figured on the basis of the weight increase of the animals during 
the time they are owned by a producer. For 1969, the rate of payment was $1.09 


per cwt. of lambs sold. 


The National Wool Act also recognized the desirability of increasing the market 
for wool and lambs and provided that growers could finance this market develop- 
ment. The Act authorized deductions from payments, after approval by growers 
in referendum, for the purpose of conducting advertising and sales promotion 
programs. Promotion programs are carried out in accordance with an agreement 
between the Secretary of Agriculture and the American Sheep Producers Council. 
The present agreement was approved by about 80 percent of the producers voting 
in the 1966 referendum. Deductions from marketings during the 1969 year were 
made at the maximum rates provided in the agreement - 1 1/2 cents per pound of 
shorn wool and 7 1/2 cents a cwt. of unshorn lambs.

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United States growers produce sugarbeets under a Sugar Act which is designed to 
(1) Protect the welfare of the domestic sugar industry, (2) Provide consumers 
with ample supplies at reasonable prices, and (3) Promote and strengthen the 
export trade of the United States. 


To achieve these goals a quota system regulates the supplies of sugar sold in 
the United States. The larger part of the sugar consumed comes from domestic 
areas and the remainder from friendly foreign countries. 


Payments are made to domestic growers to augment farm income and as a means of 
compensating them for not employing child labor, for paying fair wages and, when 
necessary, adjusting their production to proportionate shares of a national 
objective acreage. Payments are financed from the general funds of the treasury. 
However, sugar taxes (an exise tax of 1/2 cent per pound, raw value basis, on 

all sugar marketed within the quota system) exceed total payments by approximately 
$15-20 million annually. 


Growers desiring to qualify for sugar payments this year were required to (1) Pay 
workers in full for labor on sugarbeets at rates not less than those determined 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to be fair and reasonable, and (2) Observe 
limitations on the use of child labor. 


Proportionate shares were initially announced for the 1970 crop at a level of 
1,450,000 acres to avoid production greater than needed to meet the sugarbeet 
area marketing quota and provide for carryover requirements. Subsequently, the 
national requirement was increased to 1,550,000 acres as it became apparent that 
production from the 1969 crop would not reach earlier estimates. In April it 
became evident that carryover would be even less than anticipated earlier and 
that estimated plantings for 1970 would be below the acreage allotted. For these 
reasons, proportionate shares were rescinded. 


The basic rate of payment is 80 cents per cwt. of sugar commercially recoverable 
on the first 7,000 cwt. produced on a farm. This rate is reduced by successive 
steps to a minimum of 30 cents per cwt. on production above 600,000 cwt. 


The program also provides benefits for growers in the form of special payments 
for abandonment or crop deficiency caused by drought, flood, storm, freeze, 
disease, or insects, provided a natural disaster has caused damage to all or a 
substantial part of the crop in the local producing area where the farm is 
located. To this degree, the program also serves as a form of crop insurance 


for sugarbeet growers.

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CCC-owned grain bins supplement commercial warehouses -- terminal and country -- 
whenever such facilities are unable to store or expeditiously handle commodities 
delivered to the Commodity Credit Corporation under price support programs. 


In 1969 bin sites were activated in Daniels, Sheridan, Roosevelt, and Valley 
counties. Approximately 134,337 bushels of wheat (mostly durum), 387,074 
bushels of barley, 304,342 bushels of oats, and 17,667 bushels of rye were 
placed in sites in these counties. 


CCC-owned grain was available for sale on a competitive bid basis but at a 
price not less than the statutory minimum (current loan rate plus a monthly 
markup announced by CCC); however, no sales were made. 


No grain was removed for shipment in 1970. 


When not needed by CCC, bins may be rented to producers and others for the 
storage of agricultural commodities. Bins are rented at the rate of 1 cent per 
bushel per month based on the rated capacity of the bin. Two-hundred twenty- 
eight bins with a capacity of 741,000 bushels were rented for varying periods 
of time during 1970.

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The 1970 cropland adjustment program consisted of honoring and servicing 
agreements written in 1966 and 1967. Congress did not appropriate any 
funds for new agreements to be written in 1970. 


The CAProgram gave producers the opportunity to divert land from production 
for payment on a five to ten year 
basis. In addition cost-sharing 
was available for the development 
of the designated diverted acreage 
for conservation, wildlife, and 
recreational purposes. Producers 
signing agreements in 1966 were 
given the option of receiving 
advance diversion payments for 

the entire period of the agreement 
in one lump sum or in two, three, 
or four equal annual installments. 
Agreements written in 1967 
required that adjustment payments 
be made on an annual installment 
basis only. 


Supplemental "public access" 
agreements were also written 

in 1966 and 1967 on an optional 
basis with producers signing 

a regular agreement. Under the 
public access agreement the 
producer is made a nominal payment for the freedom 
of use of his designated acres by the public for 
hunting, fishing, trapping, and hiking. 





The cropland and allotment history acreages designated under the program 
are preserved for the period of the agreement plus the time thereafter 
that the cover is maintained.

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The Agricultural Act of 1965 was initially written to cover the years 1966 
through 1969. However, in the absence of other farm program legislation 
Congress extended the Act to include the 1970 crop year. 


National wheat production in 1969 far exceeded stock disappearance and as 

a result the 1970 national allotment was reduced to 45.5 million acres. 
Montana's initial allotment was set at 3,137,675 acres, with a supplemental 
428 acres later received from the Special National Reserve.

The substitution provision (permission to raise wheat on feed grain permitted 
acres and vice versa) was available to producers participating in both the 
wheat and feed grain programs.

The price support payment was based on 30 cents a bushel for corn and 20 
cents a bushel for barley. The bushel rate was multiplied by the farm 
projected yield for the applicable commodity to determine the per acre 
rate. Payments were limited to the acreage planted up to 50 percent of 
the total feed grain base. © 


Price support was available on the participating farm's entire feed grain 
production. Montana's price support rate for corn was $1.14 per bushel 
in all counties. The rate for barley varied between counties. 


Minimim required diversion was 20 percent of the feed grain base. Payments 
were not made for this first 20 percent diversion unless the farm had a 
final effective feed grain base of 25 acres or less. Maximum diversion was 
the larger of 25 acres or 50 percent of the feed grain base. An acreage 
equal to the acres signed to be diverted plus the conserving base acreage 
for the farm was required to be devoted to conserving uses. 


Commodity diversion payments were based on the estimated total price support 
level times the farm projected yield. The per acre rate was determined at 
20 percent of this figure for minimum diversion and 40 percent for any 
additional intended diversion.
